2- (original) The fly fishing rod accordiiig to claim 1, wherein said 

engageable member comprises a stud formed inwardly of said cylindrical reel seat 

3. (currently amended) The fly fishing rod according to claim 2, wherein said 
engaging locking means of said adapter is in the form of a groove shaped to receive said 
stud. 

4. (original) The fly fishing rod according to claim 3, wherein said 
groove has a longitudinal portion followed by a transversal portion* so that when sliding 
said reel seat over said sleeve like ad^ter said stud advan ces through said longitudinal 
portion until reaching said transversal portion when said reel seat is rotated to cause said 
stud to engage said transversal portion thereby locking said reel seat to said adapter.

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5. (origmal) The fly fishing rod according to claim 4, wherein said 
transversal portion is adapted to lock said stud therein by friction means. 

6. (currently amended) The fly fishing rod according to claim 1, which comprises 
handle means associated with said reel seat to rotate the latter for locking or unlocking 
game rolative the reel seat to said adapter and manipulal ed iap ea o it when removed from 
the rod shaft away fioni said fly fishing rod . 

7. (currently amended) The fly fishing rod according to claim 6, wherein said 
handle means is wing sh^ed and laterally positioned relatively to said fisfrmg-ro d shaft 
when the reel seat is mounted thereto. 

8. (origmal) The fly fishing tod accordmgjto claim 7 wherein said wing 
shaped handle means is urutary with said stud. j

10. (now) A kit for mounting a reel to a fly fifshing rod having a rod 

shaft, corn-prising: i 

a sleeve-like adapter e ngaeeable over the rod ^haft and having an engaging 

locking means: and 

a reel sea t slidable over said adapter and having an entzaeeable member 

adaoted to be enga ged with the engageable locking means vlhen mounting the teel scat to 
the adapter, the reel seat being adapted to moimt the reel thinato thereby allowing the reel 
to be engaged to and removed from the rod shaft bv respectively engaging and 

disengaging the reel seat to the adapter^ ;

locking means: and a hollow cylindrical reel seat adapted tolreceive the reel, said reel seat 
slidable over said adapter and formed with an engageable mbmber anranged to be engaged 
by said engaging lo cking means for releasablv connecting! said reel seat to said adapter 


with said reel seat holding: the reel and to be removed therefr om as a single unit with tl^ 


reel bv disengaging said engage able member from said en^ A^i-n ft locking means, thereby
